San Francisco, Aug. 28 (A.P.).—A\| 
lead of more than 6 to 1 was rolled | 


up by Senator Hiram W. Johnson over 
his Republican opponent, Charles H. 
Randall, when returns from 865 of the 
State’s 9,082 precincts were tabulated 
tonight. Senator Johnson sought his 
party’s nomination for his third sena- 
torial term at today’s California pri- 
mary election. The 865 precincts gave: 
Johnson, 29,130; Randall, 4,618. 

In the contested congressional fight 
in the Eighth district, Representative 
Arthur M. Free, of San Jose, had a 
commanding lead in early returns over 
Mrs. Cecilia Casserly, of San Mateo, 
who was contesting with him for both 
the ‘Democratic and Republican nomi- 
nations. 

Returns from 155 precincts for sena- 
tor gave Minor Moore (Democrat), 597; 
Wiley J. Phillips (Prohibition), 68; Ran- 
dall (on Prohibition ticket), 60 


Early returns indicated that Repre- 


sentative Henry E. Barbour (Republi- 
can), from the Seventh district, would 
win the Democratic nomination as well 
as that of his own party, in which he 
had no opponent. For the Democratic 
nomination he was opposed by John 
H. Fairweather, of Reedley. 

Minor Moore, Los Angeles attorney, is 
unopposed for the Democratic senatorial 
nomination. 

In the eleven congressional districts 
in which representatives are to be 
nominated, one Democrat and five Re- 
publican incumbents are unopposed, 
even by the opposition party. The Re- 
publicans are H. L. Engelbright, Second 
District; Charles F. Curry, Third; Mrs.

Black, acting sanitary engineer. These 
two officials have made two tours of 
this district and developed a plan of 
correction that it is thought will pre- 
vent a recurrence of Saturday’s flood.

Reservoir to Be Formed. 


Final plans for protection of the 
sewers in the vicinity of Hamilton and 
Fifth streets northwest from filling up 
with gravel and other debris in heavy 
rains, due to grading and filling opera- 
tions, were made yesterday by Maj 
Davison and Black on their second visit 
within two days to the neighborhood 

The 9-foot main trunk of the Piney 
at Fifth 
and Hamilton streets. A 5-foot branch 
runs east in Hamilton street nearly to 
At the end of the 5- 
foot sewer there is a large opening 
covered with an iron grating. 

Just below this is to be constructed 
a 3-foot plan® dam about 100 feet 
long, bearing off to the northeast. This 
will act in heavy rains to form a 
flushing reservoir by backing up water 
high enough so that it will flow freely 
into the opening in the end of the 
5-foot sewer. 

Dam to Keep Out Sediment. 


This fence dam wil) obstruct the 
gully at the end of which water stood 
10 feet, deep after the last rain. It will 
not be water tight and will not keep 
water from flowing into the gully 
Suck is not its purpose. But the ground 
behind it has not been stripped of 
vegetation like that below it and the 
water that it will send into the sewer 
will be clear, and will scour the sewer 
and not deposit the sand and gravel 
sediment therein that is so costly to 
the District, now, to remove to pre- 
vent damage to the sewerage pumping 
works. And it will materially reduce 
the body of water that can flow into 
the gully. 

Between Fourth and Fifth streets 
there is a manhole in the _ 5-foot 
sewer. It reaches to about 3 feet 
above the ground. Two grated open- 
ings will be made about a foot above 
the ground to let surface water directly 
into the sewer. " 


Engineers Predict Relief. 


Near Third street there is a 36-inch 
spur from the 5-foot sewer which ends 
in the gully where the 10 feet of water 
congregated It is here that the 10-foot 
high standpipe will be erected with 
grated openings at three or four levels 
to prevent the gully from being turned 
again into a lake. 

“We think that these three measures 
will preclude the flooding of concrete 
streets in this section again except in 
case of a cloudburst,” said Maj. 
Davison. 

The engineers entered the 9-foot 
Piney Branch sewer and at Seventh and 
Hamilton streets found deposited in it 
5 feet of gravel sediment from the 
recent rains.

and Tennessee reporters said prohibi-

forces. 


Scott Ferris Makes Report. 


Scott Ferris, of Oklahoma, vice chair- 
man of the regional division, which has 
headquarters here under direction of 
Senator Harry D. Hawes, prepared for 
Raskob a formal report on conditions 
in Oklahoma. 

Ferris, a former representative who 
is now national committeeman for 
Oklahoma, said the nomination of Sen- 
ator Curtis, a quarter-blood Kaw In- 
dian, for Vice President, made its ap- 
peal to many of the 101,000 Indian 
voters of Oklahoma. 


“That was more hurtful to: Demo- 
cratic chances in Oklahoma than the 
@postasy of former Senator Owen, who 
has in him a strain of Cherokee In- 
dian blood,” he said. 

“There is more discontent with 
Smith’s candidacy among the women 
voters than among the men,” said Fer- 
ris, “but before the election I think 
conditions will be so much improved 
that Gov.

Women Jurors Weep; 
Free Husband-Slayer 


Glasgow, Scotland, Aug. 28 (A.P.).— 
Incidents almost unprecedented in a 
British court occurred here today when 
Christian Baillee was acquitted of a 
charge of culpable homicide in con- 
nection with the death of her husband. 
The jury included several women, be- 
sides the forewoman, and these wept 
unrestrainedly with many women in 
the courtroom as they rendered the 
verdict. 

The accused, leaving court, was car- 
ried shoulder-high.

Coolidge’s Attitude Recalled. 


There is no indication that Mr. 
Hoover will take any public stand on 
the klan’s support of him. He has 
made a declaration against religious 
intolerance, it is pointed out, and it 
would be too much to expect him to 
. come out and say that he did not want 
any man or woman who belonged to 
the klan to vote for him. That sort 
‘of thing isn’t done. 

It is recalled, too, that President 
Coolidge refused to take a stand against 
the klan four years ago, while his Dem- 
ocratic Opponent, John W. Davis, did 
take a decided one. As a result the 
klan expanded its chest and crowed 
that it was responsible for his defeat, 
at least in West Virginia, his home 
State. 

But the klan was much stronger then 
than it is now. The four years have 
witnessed the breaking of its hold on 
the South. There are, in fact, many 
indications that it is now stronger in 
Eastern centers than in any place in 
the South. 

All through New Jersey one sees the 
familiar klan greeting, “KIGY,’ on 
buildings and on telegraph and tele- 
phone poles. These, of course, may be 
but the vestige of a better day for the 
klan, even in New Jersey.

Moran's willingness to lease her home 
to the Republican staff, which came as 
a surprise considering her former 
Democratic sympathies.

BRITISH COOLNESS FELT

London, Aug. 28.—-A startling after- 
math of the Anglo-French agreement 


and the Kellogg pact is seen here in 
the proposed Italian-Spanish treaty of 
alliance, which, it is believed here, 
would transform the entire European 
Situation and draw up new align- 
ments with Paris and Rome, the op- 
posing centers, backed by Great Brit- 
ain and Spain, respectively. 

Despite the fact that the draft of 
the treaty, which Premier Mussolini 
has submitted to Spain with the ob- 
ject of replacing the existing friend- 
ship pact, is externaliy an inocuous 
document well within the League of 
Nations covenant, the mutually defen- 
Sive agreement is regarded as a defi- 
nite renunciation of the waning Brit- 
ish support for Italy, as well as an 
adroit linking up of two of France’s 
most powerful neighbors. 

It is known that Italy has 
viewed the increasing British and 
French rapprochement, which is be- 
lieved to be a death blow of Premier 
Mussolini’s Balkan aspirations. 

Also the dwindling British support 
of Italy’s Mediterranean, Arablan and 
Abyssinian policies led the duce to 
angle for more tangible Spanish sup- 
port at a strategic moment when Spain 
is slightly huffed at not being invited 
as an original signatory of the Kellogg 
pact, as well as at the lack of as- 
surance for her council aspirations at 
Geneva. 

It is declared that Spain is highly 
flattered by the duce’s attentions, fully 
realizing that it was Spain’s neutrality 
in the last war which enabled France 
to concentrate on the east. 

The sole obstacle appears to be the 
Spanish king’s British sympathies, and 
it is considered that the deciding yoice 
may be that from the Vatican, to 
which Fascist diplomatists are now

Shanghai, Aug. 28.—Active renewal 
of the civil war in Shantung Province 
between the Nationalist forces under 
the Christian general, Fen Yu-Hslang, 
and the Northern troops under the 
bandit chief, Gen. Chang Chung- 
Chang, former dictator of Shantung, 
was indicated in reports from Peking 
tonight stating that Gen. Chang 
Chung-Chang is preparing to establish 
his position at Chefoo, a base from 


which he hopes to reestablish himself 


in Shantung Province. 

The Nationalist government has or- 
dered Gen. Feng Yu-Hsiang to dispatch 
his army to northern Shantung, acting 
in cooperation with Gen. Bei Tsung- 


Chi, who ts now attacking Gen. Chang 
yhung-Chang’s army in the vicinity of 


Shanhaikwan, north of Tlentsin. 

Nationalist officials continue 
charge the 
Gen. Chang Chung-Chang, inspired by 
reports in the vernacular papers today 
alleging that Chang recently received 
a loan of $10,000,000 from a “certain 
foreign source,” as the result ‘of which 
he shipped 
to Chefoo. 

The Japanese war office today an- 
nounced the Japanese infantry regi- 
ment and artillery detachments sta- 
tioned at Tientsin are being immedi- 
ately transported to Tsingtao, appar- 
ently due to the renewed crisis in 
Shantung province. While the Japan- 
ese have recently evacuated some 
troops from Shantung, the Nationalist 
government claims that approximately 
20,000 Japanese are still stationed at 
Tsingtao and Tsinan and along 250 
miles of the Shantung railway connect- 
ing the two cities. 

Dr. C. T. Wang, Nationalist foreign 
minister, today issued to the _ press 
summary of the text of the Nationalist 
government’s reply to the Japanese 
note of July 31 opposing revision of 
the Sino-Japanese commercial treaty.

Believes Brief Speeches Leave 
Impression an Alderman 
Could Do Better. 


3 ITINERARIES DRAWN 


New York, Aug. 28 (A.P.).—As he 
shapes up plans for his presidential 
campaign stumping, Gov. Smith is 
keeping in mind a lesson he believes 
many a candidate for public office in 
the past has learned to his sorrow— 
it’s unwise to disappoint crowds. 

And it is this conviction, coupled 
with a desire to cover as much ground 
as possible without dissipating his 
strength and voice, that is making: it 
difficult for the Democratic nominee 
to determine just where he should go 
and how many speeches he should 
deliver.

He believes, however, that something 
definitee can be given the public by 
the end of next week. 


Sees Harm in Short Speeches. 


As the governor views the situaticn, 
it would be better for him, when a 
crowd at some way stations turns out 
to greet him, to say nothing, rather 
than make a brief, meaningless speech. 
He told reporters that when a eandi- 
date resorts to the lagter expediency 
his audience is apt to conclude that 
& man running for alderman could 
make a better and longer address, with 
the reaction in the end being harmful. 

Political lleutenants of the Demo- 
cratic standard bearer are urging him 
to travel far and wide, and to make 
many speeches, but he is clinging to a 
program of “meeting and greeting” but 
not of talking himself hoarse. He 
wants to be in good shape and have 
his voice in perfect working order dur- 
ing the final ten days of the campaign 
which he considers an all-important 
period. 

The governor told inquirers today, 
as he rested at the Biltmore after a 
strenuous week-end in New Jersey, that 
he felt tip-top, despite the jostling 
he received at times from crowds as he 
made his way up the Jersey Coast last 
night from Spring Lake. 


Will Visit Syracuse Fair. 


Kept up until long after midnight, 
he slept until noon and after break- 
fast received newspaper men in his 
suite.

Big Welcome in Newark.

CONGRESS FARMERS 
HOPE, GURTIO HOLDS 


Tells Syracuse Fair Crowd 
Problem Will Be Settled 
Early in Session. 


DEFENDS G. 0. P. RECORD 


Syracuse, N. Y., Aug. 28 (A.P.).— 
Promising an early solution of the agri- 


cultural problem, Senator Curtis, Re- 
publican vice presidential nominee to- 
day called for the election of Herbert 
Hoover and of a Republican Congress 
“to assure adequate tariff revision.” 

The senator spoke at the New York 
State fair. It was home and farm bu- 
reau day and farmets and their fami- 
lies seemed to predominate in the 
crowd standing under the hot sun be- 
fore the band stand from which he 
spoke for almost an hour. 

The address was cevoted almost en- 
tirely to a discussion of Republican ef- 
forts on behalf of agriculture in the 
past and a comparison of the party’s 
record with that of the Democrats 
When Senator Curtis mentioned the 
mame of Herbert Hoover the “back 
yard” of Gov. Smith, Democratic presi- 
dential nominee, rang with cheers 
Thursday the governor will speak from 
the same stand. 

The Republican nominee = again 
urged nonpartisan disposition of the 
agricultural problem. He recalled that 
both presidential candidates had pro- 
posed to call conferences to seek A 
solution If this fails, Curtis suggested 
that his plan for appointment of 4 
small joint congressional commission 
be given a trial. 

“But as a senator of the United 
States” he promised, “I say to you 
that the farm question will be solved 
soon after the next Congress meets. I 
say this because I believe the members 
are in a mood to get together. Dozens 
of remedies have been suggested. Con- 
gress has been divided. You can’t tell 
me any question is too big for Con- 
gress to solve if it gets down and works 
at it.”

Son-in-Law Guide, 


The senator spoke almost without 
reference to a yrepared address. When 
he concluded many of the crowd surged 
about the stand. His collar was un- 
buttoned and his tie loosened as he 
turned wearily from shaking hands with 
those who crowded forward. 

It was a busy day for the nominee, 
and he was shakin hands at every 
turn. After a breakfast given to him 
by officers of the New York State Féed- 
eration of Farm Bureaus, he attended 
a morning re:eption for Republican 
leaders at the Onondaga Hotel.

As for tariff, he pounded the 
speakers’ table in declaring “I would 
write a tariff law that would enable 
the American farmer to supply the 
American consumers with all the farm 
products they require.” He read sta- 
tistics showing the decrease in im- 
portations of butter and wheat upon 
the enactment of the present act. He 
recalled that President Wilson had

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PRESIDENT STUDIES 
CURES FOR DEFICIT 


Plans Drastic Cut in Federal 
Expenditures During Re- 
mainder of Term. 


TOLD HOOVER IS GAINING 


Superior, Wis., Aug. 28 (A.P.).— 
Faced with an estimated Treasury ae- 
ficit of $94,000,000 at the end of the 
current fiscal year, President Coolidge 
will take stringent measures to reduce 
Government expenditures during the 
remainder of his administration even 
further than they already have been. 

Upon returning to Washington about 


the middle of next month, the Chief 
Executive intends to consult immediate- 
ly with his Cabinet officers and heads 
of independent Government bureaus to 
determine how expenditures may be 
curtailed even below what was allowed 
them in the budget. 

Mr. Coolidge will keep the estimated 
deficit in mind in compiling the budget 
for the fiscal year 1930. 

Turning from consideration of the 
deficit, President Coolidge was cheered 
today by reports from Seretor Arthur 
Capper, of Kansas, and former Senator 
Irvine L. Lenroot, of Wisconsin, who 
said that Herbert Hoover was daily in- 
creasing in popularity with the elec- 
torate while Gov. Alfred Smith was 
vainly trying to retain what electoral! 
prestige he already had. Secretary 
West. of the Interior Department, who 
had been an overnight guest at the 
summer White House, concurred in 
these views. 


Foreseen, 


Senator Capper foresaw that Gov. 
Smith’s stand on prohibition would 
assure his defeat in the farming States 
of the West. Furthermore failure of 
“agrarian opposition” to “show up,” he 
gaid, rendered certain a sweeping vic- 
tory for Hoover in the farming regions 
of the country. 

The West is in favor of the eight- 
eenth amendment, is against its modi- 
fication, and is opposed to State con- 
trol of prohibition, the Kansas senator 
said. Gov Smith’s attitude regarding 
the wet and dry issue would in itself 
be enough, he continued, to offset any 
agrarian opposition which might arise 
against the Republican nominee.

Antidumping argu- 
ments have considerable plausibility, but they 
bring into the equation the trade regulations 
of the countries concerned and involved in in- 
tricate and difficult problems of adjustment. 


The manufacturer makes goods for the sake 


of marketing them. If he can not find a home 
market that offers profit, or at least saves him 
from loss, he is faced with the alternative of 
dumping or shutting down. To ship his goods 
abroad means to take a loss, but it also keeps 
his factory going and helps to sustain 
the price of his wares sold at home.

-GENERAL FLOOD LOSS. 


Following the Mississippi flood experience 


the country has become better instructed as 
to the general losses through floods, and more 


attention is being given the various regions 
most subject to overflow. One hundred and 
forty rivers are now being studied from the 
point of view of flood control. Examinations 
and surveys are being made with a view to 
taking account of all the conditions that re- 
sult in floods. These range from the denuda- 
tion of forests, and also capillary attraction, 
which draws to the surface the subsurface 
waters, so that an unusual rainfall fails of 
absorption by the already saturated soil. 
Erosion, one of the chief factors in the crea- 
tion of flood conditions, may be widely sep- 
arated in distance from the place where the 
floods commonly appear. 

Surveys and examinations will include means 
of preventing conditions giving rise to peren- 
nial and increasing floods in a country which 
is ramified with rivers. Lack of such preven- 
tive methods would in time be reflected in con- 
ditions such as those in the dried river val- 
leys of China and India. These provide the 
geologist and flood specialist with much of the 
data for studying the full effects of adverse 
conditions, continued through centuries. 

These studies are related to the problem of 
bridge, culvert and road construction. The 
building of structures of this nature must take 
account of the present and the probable flood 
outlook, and involves problems of calculation 
which draft upon the best engineering skill. 
Unless the flood specialist furnishes ful! in- 
formation to the engineer he can not be ex- 
pected to estimate properly the necessary 
bridge elevation, the span and the strain. 


SHERMAN LAW OBSTACLES. 


Nothing so clearly indicates a changed pub- 
lic consciousness in regard to big business as 
the attacks that are made from time to time 
against certain of the Federal 
Statutes. Under present law, for example, a 
corporation is prohibited from owning both 
cable and radio companies. In England the 
tendency has been toward merger of the vari- 
ous communication and American 
operators of both radio and cable companies 
in British mergers threats against 
American independence in the communication 
field. Consequently there has arisen a de- 
cided sentiment favoring amendment of the 
law to permit the merging of radio and cable 
companies, and it seems likely that the mat- 
ter will be brought to the attention of Congress 
early in the coming session, 

Attorney General Ottinger, New York 
State, prominently mentiored as the next Re- 
publican candidate for governor of that State, 
recently took criticize the pro- 
visions of the Sherman law by which railroads 
are prohibited from participating in the busi- 
ness of carriers in parallel waterways. The 
canals of the country, he said, are important 
economic assets that have never been given 
a fair chance. To benefit them, as well as the 
farmer and producer, he suggests that the way 
be cleared for railroad participation tn their 
operation and management, with rates and 
routes properly safeguarded, of course, by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission. 

Not many years ago suggestions such as 
that of the cable-radio interests and the At- 
torney General of New York would have met 
with widespread opposition. Today the coun- 
try has reached a state of development in 
which it is ready and willing to consider modi- 
fication of the Sherman law.

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FALLING FROM GREAT HEIGHTS. 

Experiments by Army aviation experts have 
demonstrated that a 180-pound man falling 
from a great height drops 1,200 feet in 11 
seconds, and then attains a velocity of 118 
miles an hour, which is not exceeded, no mat- 
ter what the distance may be. He does not 
lose consciousness. 

The resistance of the air constitutes a check 
upon the velocity of a falling body. In the 
case of a 180-pound man the attraction of grav- 
itation and the resistance of the air establish 
the velocity at 118 miles an hour, or 173 1-16 
feet a second. The average velocity for the 
first 1,200 feet is 109 1-11 feet a second. 

The idea that an individual loses conscious- 
ness in falling from an enormous height is one 
of the prized illusions of man. Alpine travel- 
ers who have fallen immense distances and 
escaped death by landing in a snowbank have 
regaled the world with fantastic tales of de- 
lightful reveries experienced during the 
plunge, and of unconsciousness before strik- 
ing bottom. But these stories have been dis- 
proved by men in automobiles and airplanes, 
who have gone through the air at much greater 
velocities than those reached by men falling 
from precipices or from airplanes or balloons. 
The world record for an automobile is 214 
miles, and that for a flying boat is 318 miles 
an hour. In each case the operator was not 
only conscious, but was skillfully directing 
his machine. 

Thus it appears that Alfred Lowenstein, the 
Belgian capitalist, who fell from an airplane 
in July while crossing the English Channel, 
dropped at the average rate of 109 feet a 
second for the first 1,200 feet, and then de- 
scended the remainder of the 4,000 feet at the 
rate of 173 feet a second, and was fully con- 
scious. What dreadful thoughts must have 
flashed through the mind of that doomed man! 
In the few seconds of his descent, with his 
mind working faster than lightning, incon- 
ceivable mental torture must have been his 
before his body plunged into the channel. The 
impact upon the surface of the water, it would 
seem, should have crushed his body to a shape- 
less mass; yet it remained intact.

| Wall Street Briefs 


New York, Aug. 28 (A.P.).—July 
earnings reports from 24 railroads to- 
day show that the first 56 railroads to 
report had net operating income for 
the month aggregating $76,515,000, an 
increase of 7 per cent over July, 1927, 
when the total was $69,122,000. The 
gross income, totaling $413,789,000, 
however, was but little more than one- 
half of 1 per cent greater than July, 
1927, indicating more economical and 
efficient operation. 


The unusually hot July is reflected in 
the earnings of the American Ice Co., 
which were the largest in the com- 
pany’s history that month. The total, 
before Federal taxes and depreciation, 
was $1,112,954, compared to $935,734 
for July last year. President Charles 
C. Small said the company’s business 
broke all records in New York, Boston, 
Newark, Philadelphia, Baltimore and 
Washington, and was noticeably heavy 
at Atlantic shore resorts. 

Motor Wheel Corporation of Lansing, 
Mich., had largest sales of any month 
in its history in July and to date 
August sales have exceeded July. Net 
profit for the first seven months of this 
year was $1,643,602, against $1,142,515 
in the like period of last year. 

July deliveries of Brockway Motor 
Truck Corporation were more than 
double those of July last year and 
Martin A. O’Mara, president, states 
that prospects are for continued good 
volume of business.

I am not an expert in German, but 
I know quite a few of the common ways 
of saying things. So I am able to get 
around. 

The people 1 meet on the street are 
very kind to me. They tell me how to 
go to this place or that. Once 1 asked 
a policeman how to get to the “wech- 
selstube” (or money exchange booth) 
He walked about a block by my side, 
and pointed out just the place I 
wanted. 

At another time I tried to find a 
house address. It was in a syuare where 
there were several courts, and the num- 
ber was hard to locate. I rang the bell 
at the wrong house. 

The man who came to the door took 
the trouble to go with me to another 
building and pointed out the number 
I was looking for. 

It is nice to be in a foreign country 
and to have the people treat you well. 

The “Reichstag” is the chief law- 
making body of Germany. On a visit 
there I noticed that a goodly number 
of the members are women. Women 
vote in Germany—they don’t vote in 
France. 

The Germans seem to be getting 
along much better than when | was 
here in 1923. Their chief piece of 
money, the mark, now has a standard 
value—23 cents. Five years ago I was 
able to obtain 3,000,000 marks for $1. 

Before I close I must mention a Ger- 
man word which amuses me. It is a 
mame. for telephone and is _ spelled 
“fernsprecher.” That means ‘“far- 
speaker.” It’s a rather good name for 
a telephone, don’t you think so?

ORONTO, Aug. 28 (A.P.).—Fifty- 
six entries in the women’s section 
of the Wrigley marathon sw'm at 

the Canadian National exhibition were 
passed by the medical examiners today 
as fit to take part in the long grind. 
Ten of the 66 women who entered the 
race, including Mrs. Myrtle Huddleston, 
of New York, former holder of the en- 
Gurance swimming record, failed to 
appear for the examination and were 
disqualified, 

The women will compete in a 10- 
mile race in Lake Ontario tomorrow 
for a prize of $10,000. The first five 
finishers in the women’s event will 
qualify to compete with masculine 
swimmers in the $25,000 open event, 
which is to take place over a 15-mile 
route on September 5. 

Experts have established Gertrude 
Ederle, first woman to swim the English 
Channel, and Ethel Hertle, of New 
York, as cofavorites in the 10-mile 
marathon. Miss Hertie swam 14 miles 
in the 1927 event won by Ernst Vier- 
kotter, of Germany, and was not far 
behind the leaders when the icy waters 
forced her to give up. 

First prize in the women’s event is 
$10,000, with the next four finishers 
also figuring in the money.

As the State is forbidden 
money on any road which is not in- 
cluded in the State highway system, 
and the Federal Government can not 
officially participate in the develop- 
ment of a road in Virginia unless it is 
sanctioned by the State, the commis- 
Ssion’s action unites it with the Lee 
Highway Association and the Park and 
Planning Commission in the develop- 
ment of a highway connecting the 
Capital with Shenandoah 
Park. 

The “Lee boulevard section, with 
200-foot right of way, starts at the Vir- 
ginia terminus of the Arlington Memo- 
rial Bridge, along the north side of Ar- 
lington Cemetery to the northwest cor- 
ner of Fort Myer reservation, where it 
will extend toward the wireless towers, 
skirting Lyon Park, Ashton Heights, 
Brandon Village ani Bon Air and then 
across Four-Mile Creek near Torreson. 
The road will then ascend the Fairfax 
plateau, paralleling Wilson boulevard to 
the Alexandria-Leesburg pike. 

The building program, which the 
commission proposed to start within a 
few weeks, calls for construction of 5% 
miles of roadway along the route of 
Lee boulevard and 2% miles along the 
line straight to the bridge. 

In order to provide access to Lee 
boulevard the commission added 2% 
miles to the State system from Ballston 
th.ough Clarendon to a inction with 
boulevard west of Fort Myer. 

It is under.tood that the first section 
of the boulevard will be completed by 
the time of the opening to traffic of 
Arlington Memorial Bridge.

Police Scare Auto Parkers

But Motorists Who Pay Money to Traffic Court Cut Into

Washington Traffic Court attendance 
bids fair to diminish the number of 
“fans” who plan to go to the annual 
‘Police-Fire baseball game this season. 
It seems that the police have distributed 
so many court tickets to minor traffic 
law violators that the latter just haven't 
enough money left to buy the ball game 
tickets too. 

So far, the policemen have sold only 
5,100 tickets the game, while fire- 
men have distributed 8,618. No calcu- 
lation has been made of the number 
of Traffic Court tickets the gpa have 
handed to violators, but it generally 
is conceded the court tickets outnum- 
ber the game tickets about two to one. 

A veteran policeman put’ the mat- 
ter plainly, in explaining the public’s 
reluctance to purchase tickets to the 
game: _ 

“IT asked a man on my beat to buy 
some tickets. He said he had made 


three trips in a month to the station, 


house and paid $2 each time for park- 
ing tickets, and suggested that I use 
this money to pay for the baseball 
tickets.” ° °° 

In some instances, it is pointed out, 
policemen with a certain aptitude as 
salesmen manage to get rid of their 
tickets through a crafty bargain. The 
bluecoated salesman approaches his 
prospect, a minor traffic law violator, 
and the following conversation ensues: 

“Hmm-mn! Parking on the wrong 
side of the street, eh? I’ve been 
watching this car for some time, and 
I guess I’ll have to give you a ticket. 
What’s your name and address?” 

“But, officer, I-——” 

“Well, that makes matters different, 
of course. Well let it go this time. 
but don’t do it again. By the way. 
are you going to the Policemen’s base- 
ball game this year? I have a ticket 
here and——” 

The ticket is usually disposed of.
